Further to this issue, 
what this proves also is 
what a total failure the 
council’s new two black 
bag policy is, as you can 
see people have found 
new ways to dispose of 
their excesses.

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Residential proposals for 
the Master Mariner pub 


THE Master Mariner pub¬ 
lic house on Skomer Road, 
which enjoys panoramic 
views across Barry and 
the Bristol Channel, could 
be demolished and turned 
into flats or a GP surgery. 

The site is the subject of a 
council report seeking approval 
to surrender the lease for 
redevelopment. 

The report goes before the 
Vale Cabinet on Monday, January 
7 and states: “Over the last few 


years, S A Brain Ltd has found it 
increasingly difficult to keep their 
business at the Master Mariner 
Public House sustainable. 

“The public house was 
closed for several months, only 
reopening in the summer of 2018 
to provide a limited service under 
temporary hours with a temporary 
steward.” 

The report said the site could 
either be turned into 20 affordable 
flats or might provide a location 
for a GP surgery and pharmacy. 
The council is carrying out 


surveys on the site to ensure it is 
suitable for redevelopment. 

The team running the Master 
Mariner took to Facebook in late 
December to urge local people to 
visit the pub and provide it with 
a lifeline. 

One poster commented: “Such 
a shame, it just needs a bit of 
TLC as the smoking area and 
veranda is looking tired, but all in 
all, a great community pub with 
fantastic locals.”

A TRIAL extension 
of the 98 bus ser¬ 
vice in Barry ends 
next week, and the 
timetable will revert 
to the one before 
September.

Transport campaign¬ 
ers and politicians 
urged residents to use 
the enhanced service 
to make it financially 
viable, but in the last 
few days, Cardiff 
Bus has said that the 
response did not warrant 
a permanent change to 
the timetable. 

A Cardiff Bus spokes¬ 
man said: “The trial 
extension on service 98 
will end and the service 
will revert back to its 
pre-September 2018 
timetable from Monday, 
January 7. 

“We have worked 
with the Vale Council 
and existing customers 
to raise the awareness 
of the trial afternoon 
service, but regrettably, 
despite best endeavours, 
we have not seen the 
level of usage increase 
to support the afternoon 
timetable on a perma¬ 
nent basis.” 

The trial period ran 
from September 3 to 
December 21 and was 
agreed by Cardiff Bus 
and the Vale Council 
following a five-year 
campaign by residents 
who were keen to 
improve links between 
Highlight Park and 
Barry town centre. 

Local councillor 
Vincent Bailey said: 
“Speaking to local 


residents, some feel that 
the pilot hasn’t been as 
reliable as it could have 
been, but it is clear that 
we haven’t seen the 
uplift in passenger num¬ 
bers that we would have 
hoped for or expected.” 

He claimed Welsh 
Government cuts were 
responsible for the 
loss of all but the most 
profitable bus services, 
adding: “It’s time for 
a rethink before more 
and more communities 
lose their vital transport 
lifeline.” 

Local campaigner 
Elwyn Toozer said he 
would have liked to see 
a longer trial period. 

“I was very disap¬ 
pointed at the Cardiff 
Bus decision not to give 
the service more of a 
chance as three months 
during dark afternoons 
hardly invites the elderly 
to travel. A six-month 
trial in the spring would 
have been preferred. 

“I’m disappointed for 
those who did use the 
service on a regular basis 
and supported the cam¬ 
paign and who will now 
be penalised because of 
those who complained 
about a lack of afternoon 
operation but did not use 
the service after several 
years of moaning.” 

“The Vale Council 
is to be thanked for 
helping to fund the 
trial and perhaps there 
could be a rethink on 
re-routing other services 
in the spring to cater for 
those that do require an 
afternoon service for 
Highlight Park and Cwm 
Talwg areas.”

A HEALTH clinic in 
Barry is set to close to 
make way for a develop¬ 
ment of affordable homes. 

The Vale Council is set to buy 
the Colcot Clinic site in Winston 
Road for nine affordable one- 
bed apartments to be built there. 

Cardiff and Vale 
University Health Board has 
deemed the clinic surplus to 


requirements and it is due to close 
this month, a council report has said. 

The council’s cabinet on 
December 17 gave approval 
to conclude the negotiations 
with the health board and for 
a planning application to be 
drawn up for the new homes. 

Cllr Andrew Parker, cabinet 
member for housing and build¬ 
ing services, told the meeting: 
“Cardiff and Vale University 


Health Board has declared the 
health clinic surplus to require¬ 
ments and intends to close the 
facility at the end of the year.” 

Cllr John Thomas, leader 
of the council, added: “It’s a 
good news story with the con¬ 
tinuation of our social housing 
building within the council.”

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Penarth Town Council ends 
operation of the Kymin and 
opens West House annexe 


PENARTH Town Council is 
ceasing operation of The Kymin 
house and grounds and opening 
West House annexe as a space for 
community hire. 

On December 20, Members resolved 
to issue notice on the Council’s license 
to operate The Kymin from the Vale 
Council and resolved to utilise West 
House annexe for community use. 

Since 1982, the Council has operated 
The Kymin under a license from the 
local authority as a venue available for 
hire, with gardens open to the public. 

Penarth Town Council has sought a more 
secure tenure of the site, through Community 
Asset Transfer or medium-long term lease. 

This would have allowed the 
financial investment required in the 
venue and these approaches have 


been declined by the Vale Council. 

The Vale Council’s strategic asset review 
of buildings and land in their ownership 
will now not include the Kymin until 2020 
and under the terms of the longstand¬ 
ing license agreement, 12 months’ notice 
must be provided by the Town Council. 

With no security of tenure, Penarth Town 
Council cannot warrant precepting for the 
significant expenditure required on site. 

Seeking to offer community hire space, 
the Town Council will now operate West 
House annexe as a venue available to the 
public, utilising the assets under the Town 
Council’s ownership. Existing hirers of The 
Kymin will be issued with periods of notice 
and alternative arrangements will be offered 
to community groups where possible. Other 
venues such as The Paget Rooms, Cemetery 
and West House remain unaffected. 


The Leader of Penarth Town Council, 
Cllr Rhiannon Birch, said: “The Town 
Council is proud to have operated The 
Kymin for the people of Penarth and its 
visitors for four decades. Clearly, with 
no security of tenure, we cannot commit 
the expenditure required on site and this 
Council has no choice but to issue notice. 

“We are proud of the events and hires 
hosted by the building and the valua¬ 
ble green space it provides in Penarth. 
Indeed, recent highlights include the 
awarding to Penarth Town Council of 
Green Flag status for the public grounds. 

“We are glad to be able to offer com¬ 
munity hire space at West House annexe 
as another step in the development of 
West House, following the improve¬ 
ments to the public community garden 
under the Penarth in Bloom project.”

Mr Hampton is a 
Vale county councillor, 
repesenting the Illtyd 
ward. Debbie Maries, 
Monitoring Officer/ 
Head of Legal and 
Democratic Services at 
the Vale Council, said: 
“Cllr Hampton remains 
an elected member of 
the Council for the Illtyd 
ward. 

“Under the Local 


Government Act it is 
only the Adjudication 
Panel for Wales that 
has the statutory power, 
following an application 
from the Public Services 
Ombudsman for Wales, 
to suspend councillors 
on an interim basis. 

As the Council’s 
Monitoring Officer 
I have informed the 
Ombudsman’s Office 
of this matter. Cllr 
Hampton does not 
currently sit on any 
committees. 

“The Council takes 
allegations of this kind 
extremely seriously. 
After being informed 
of the arrest of Cllr 
Hampton by South 
Wales Police earlier this 
year the Vale Council, 
in conjunction with 
Barry Town Council, 
immediately instigated 
its safeguarding process 
in line with the All 
Wales Child Protection 
Procedures. The Council 
has since worked to 
assist the police with 
their investigation.” 


The Vale of Glam¬ 
organ Conservatives 
announced that Cllr 
Hampton had been sus¬ 
pended with immediate 
effect.

Winter walks 
for ramblers 


EACH year, ram¬ 
blers host a Festival 
of Winter Walks 
with groups all 
across the coun¬ 
try taking part to 
encourage people to 
enjoy the benefits of 
walking. 

Penarth and District 
Ramblers’ second festi¬ 
val walk was led by Jan 
and John, who hosted a 
group of 14, beginning 
from Cosmeston Country 
Park.

The cliff top path led 
them back to Cliff Parade 
and deviating through 
Windsor Gardens, they 
descended to a sunlit 
Penarth Pier for morning 
coffee, before heading up 
through Alexandra Park 
and the Dolly Steps to 
make their return via the 
disused railway track. 

The following day, 
Ann hosted the third 
walk beginning from 
Cogan Leisure Centre, 
when a group of eight 
made their way down 
to Pont y Werin to join 


three more walkers. 
Crossing the River Ely, 
they joined Watkiss Way 
to the boardwalk on the 
western side of Cardiff 
Bay. Reaching the 
River Taff, they crossed 
Clarence Road Bridge 
and made their way along 
the embankment into 
Hamadryad Park before 
heading under the A4232 
and into the Wetlands 
Wildlife Reserve towards 
St David’s Hotel.

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This comedic take on Sherlock

WILL Ferrell 
and John C Reilly 
together have, thus 
far, equated to 
comedy gold. From 
Talladega Nights 
to Step Brothers 
(arguably Ferrell’s 
last knockout offer¬ 
ing), the pair have 
delivered the goods, 
so the news that 
they were team¬ 
ing up to tackle 
Sherlock Holmes 
and Dr Watson 
was one that, given 
their pedigree, 
should have been 
something of a slam 
dunk. 

In Holmes and 
Watson, Sherlock 


(Ferrell) and his long¬ 
time companion Watson 
(Reilly) must act quickly 
after being warned that 
they have four days to 
solve a crime before 
the Queen is murdered 
and history rewritten. 
Complicating things 
somewhat is Dr Hart 
(Rebecca Hall) and 
her companion Millie 
(Lauren Lapkus), who 
steal the affections of 
the titular duo as time 
slowly starts to run out 
for the Queen - and 
Holmes’ reputation... 

Given that Christmas 
is usually a slow news 
time, the odd story may 
pop up about things that 
wouldn’t normally be 
given the time of the 
day. This year’s hot 
topic was the critical 


mauling given to this 
film, with cinemagoers 
walking out and giving 
the film a less-than-fa- 
vourable verdict. 

Is the mass populace 
right? In this instance 
they are, for Holmes and 
Watson is a film that 
struggles along, failing 
to ever catch light, and, 
crucially, raises only the 
faintest of laughs if any 
at all. 

Seeing Will Ferrell 
and John C Reilly back 
together on screen is a 
delight, but once this 
film kicks in, it becomes 
something more akin to 
a nightmare. The pair 
both struggle to get 
going and, all too often, 
the film lowers itself to 
puerile jokes that aren’t 
even all that funny.

The pair play to 
type - Ferrell’s Holmes 
an egotistical buffoon 
while Reilly’s Watson 
is unwavering in his 
admiration and prepared 
to do anything asked 
of him by the arrogant 
Holmes - and while both 
try gamely, they just 
can’t deliver anything 
approaching amusing. 

Personally, there was 
one huge laugh and a 
medium one that, sadly, 
says more for my child¬ 
ish sense of humour than 
it does the sophistica¬ 
tion of the comedy on 
show, and for writer/ 
director Etan Cohen, this 


certainly isn’t his finest 
hour. 

The story is reductive 
and, given its race- 
against-time aspect, all 
too unhurried, while 
Cohen and (male) cast 
spend so much time 
delivering stupid, imbe- 
cilic gags that the female 
element (Rebecca Hall, 
Lauren Lapkus and 
Pam Ferris’ Queen) 
get barely more than a 
look in, reduced to plot 
devices that aren’t even 
used properly. 

What also goes 
against the grain is that 
Holmes’ idiocy and 
bufoonery are so barely 
disguised that anyone 
with vague intellect 
could realise the sort of 
person he is. However, 
that would hugely alter 
the character’s place in 
the storytelling, so this 
element passes by with¬ 
out note. 

Stylistically, Cohen 
goes for a mix between 
Guy Ritchie slow-mo 
and Cumberbatch-esque 
visual solutions, and it 
feels like a hackneyed 
mash up between the 
two. Even the additional 
dialogue, recorded after 
the film has been shot, 
is lazily inserted with 
several scenes seeing 
mouths moving to words 
they aren’t even saying. 

It all adds up to a film 


that is lazy, unfunny and 
a waste of time for all 
involved, most notably 
the cinemagoer. Even 
an avowed Ferrell fan 
such as myself, who can 
see the light in even the 
darkest of times (Get 
Hard, The Campaign) 
can’t answer for this 
crime. Holmes and 
Watson is, quite aptly 
given its release date, a 
real turkey. 

VERDICT: A huge 
misfire, Holmes and 
Watson fails to exer¬ 
cise its funny bone in 
a lumpen and mediocre 
offering. The cast try 
gamely but all too often 
overcompensate for the 
lack of humour in the 
script, and writer and 
director Etan Cohen 
delivers the film with 
such little zeal and fer¬ 
vour, that you wonder 
what the point of it was. 
Avoid at all costs.

SkiUs-based immigration 
system that ends free 
movement welcomed 


ALUN Cairns, Member of 
Parliament for the Vale, has 
welcomed the Government’s 
plan for a new single, skills- 
based immigration system, 
which marks the end of free 
movement once and for all. 

A spokesperson said: “The system 
will be built around what people can 
contribute, rather than where they 
come from. For the first time in dec¬ 
ades, the UK will have full control 
over who comes here, with everyone 
needing permission before they arrive. 

“This will enable employers in the 
Vale of Glamorgan to have access 
to the skills they need from around 
the world, while ensuring net migra¬ 
tion is reduced to sustainable levels. 

There will be a new visa route 
for skilled workers, no cap for pro¬ 
fessions such as doctors and engi¬ 
neers and no limit on the number of 
international students coming to our 
world class universities - who will 
be able to stay for up to 12 months 
after graduation to find employment. 


Mr Cairns said: “During the General 
Election, people in Barry and the rural 
Vale told me on the doorstep that 
they voted to take back control of our 
borders, and that is exactly what the 
future system will allow us to do.” 

“We will welcome talented and 
hardworking people who can sup¬ 
port our economy, while bringing 
immigration down to sustainable 
levels and making sure we are 
training people up here in the Vale. 

“For the first time in decades, we will 
have full control over who comes here.” 

Home Secretary Sajid Javid added: 
“We are delivering on the clear instruc¬ 
tion to get control over our borders and 
will bring in a new system that works 
in the interest of the British people. 

“It will be a single, skills-based 
immigration system built around 
the talent and expertise people 
can bring, rather where they come 
from - maximising the benefits 
of immigration and demonstrat¬ 
ing the UK is open for business.”

Screen Talk s top 


10 films 

IT’S that time of year again 
as Screen Talk wraps up cin¬ 
ematic 2018 in a tidy bow and 
presents its top 10 films of the 
year. 

It was a good year for film overall, 
so distilling the essence of the last 
12 months has been nothing if not a 
fraught affair. After blood, sweat and 
tears, here are the 10 films that shone 
brightest in 2018. 

10. The Shape of Water: Guillermo 
Del Toro’s love letter to B-movies, the 
2018 Best Picture Oscar winner was 
more than just the surface of a woman 
falling in love with a strange creature 
from the deep. Beneath it lay themes 
of connection, acceptance and so much 
more, the director artfully creating 
something beautiful and moving. 

9. BlacKkKlansman : Spike Lee’s 
most charged, funny and politically 
astute film in a good long while, 
BlacKkKlansman was propelled by 
John Gordon Washington’s superb lead 
performance as an African American 
detective who, with the help of his 
white colleague (well portrayed by 
Adam Driver), infiltrates the Ku Klux 
Klan in the 1970s. That its a true story 
in incredible enough, but Lee adds 
weight and fire to the inherent comedy 
to make a wondrous piece of work. 

8. Avengers: Infinity War : The cul¬ 
mination of 20 Marvel films, Infinity 
War was undoubtedly the largest-scale 
operation in history, attempting to 
shoehorn in countless characters, 
story strands and plot points into a 
150-minute film. That writers/directors 
the Russo brothers achieved this with 
aplomb is a testament to their skills, 
but this was a film where the stakes 
were never higher, where we said 
farewell to characters and where we 
were left waiting impatiently to see 
how things will turn out in 2019’s 
Avengers: Endgame. An incredible 
triumph of filmmaking, both within 
the comic book genre and in the wider 
cinematic world. 

7. Tully: Jason Reitman’s return to 
form saw Charlize Theron portray a 
new mum, Mario, whose struggle to 
keep her head above water sees the 
introduction of the titular night nanny. 
Tully’s zest for life sees Mario’s life 
change considerably, and as the pair 
become fast friends that’s when things 
start falling apart in a beautifully-por¬ 
trayed film about the struggles of 
motherhood and the way live the lives 
we lead. Reitman and Theron, teaming 
up for a third time, were both in fine 
fettle here. 

6. Phantom Thread: Perhaps 
overshadowed a little by Daniel Day- 
Lewis’ announcement that this would 
be his last big-screen role (for now), 
Paul Thomas Anderson’s captivating 
and engaging study of infatuation and

love, set against the austere back drop 
of London’s fashion houses in the 
mid-1950s, was a film that was preci¬ 
sion-built to get under your skin. The 
performances across the board were 
superb, and yet again highlighted how 
supreme a talent Anderson is. 

5. You Were Never Really Here: 
Lynne Ramsey’s unflinching story of 
a veteran tracking down missing girls 
was as joyful as it sounds; however, 
this was cinema that dared you to 
look away, its central turn by Joaquin 
Phoenix as Joe chilling and excep¬ 
tional. Featuring one of the best set- 
pieces of the year, as Joe lays siege to 
those holding a girl captive using only 
a hammer, show through the soundless 
buzz of CCTV cameras, Ramsey’s film 
was provocative and vital. 

4. First Man : Damien Chazelle’s 
sombre depiction of the race to the 
moon, told through the eyes of Neil 
Armstrong (played with restraint and 
subtlety by Ryan Gosling) was visually 
incredible, a mix of hand-held close 
up and majestic shots of the moon that 
added up to a slowly-paced, but never 
less than compelling film. Claire Foy’s 
understated turn as Armstrong’s wife 
was another quiet delight in a film 
full of them, a story of dedication and 
herculean effort. 

3. American Animals : Bart 
Layton’s retelling of a group of young 
men who undertake a heist on a college 
library to steal and sell a rare book 
of paintings was given a jolt of elec¬ 
tricity by his decision to cut between 
documentary talking heads of the real 
people involved and a dramatised ver¬ 
sion of events. No case of style over 
substance, Layton’s film held a mirror 
up to today’s society of ‘want it, get it’ 
and told a cautionary tale. 

2. Sorry To Bother You: Boots 
Riley is better known as a musician 
and an activist, but thanks to this film, 
the term writer/director will be added 
to that list. A story of telemarketer 
Cassius (Lakeith Stanfield) who is 
told that to get ahead he should use 
his ‘white voice’ becomes a film that 
takes aim at many targets, and gets a 
direct hit with each one. The perfor¬ 
mances are excellent, and the film’s 
lurch into dark, absurdist comedy is 
pitch-perfect. 

1. A Quiet Place: Pegged as just 
another schlocky take on the horror 
genre, A Quiet Place was the year’s 
biggest sensation, and an incredible 
breakout for writer/director/lead 
(along with his wife Emily Blunt) 
John Krasinski. Set in a world where 
creatures hunt humans using sound, the 
clever concept gave way to a film that 
delivered jump scares and emotion gut 
punches in equal measure, and takes 
the idea to far grander levels than you 
could think possible.

Venus lower than 
Uranus in January 


THE Milky Way is above 
us, stretching from the 
north-western horizon to 
the south-eastern horizon. 

This month, the winter constella¬ 
tions put on a great show with lots of 
bright stars vying for attention. The 
three main constellations overhead are 
Perseus, Cassiopeia and Auriga, yet 
eyes are drawn to the south-eastern 
portion of our sky, as this is where 
we find Taurus with its two prom¬ 
inent open clusters the Hyades and 
the Pleiades visible to the naked eye. 

Observers can also find another 
object - the Crab Nebula; it requires 
a telescope and is a supernova. 
When viewed through small tel¬ 
escopes, it just appears as a small 
fuzzy cloud, and one could be 
forgiven for thinking, “Is that it?”. 

The name ‘crab’ refers to how the 
nebula looks when photographed using 
large telescopes. A supernova is pro¬ 
duced by a star much larger than our 
Sun, in this case about 12 times its 
mass, that explodes. The nebula we 
see is the result of that explosion. We 
think the gas is expanding at a speed 
around 1,000 km/s and its current 
diameter is about 10 light years across. 

Even though it is some 6,000 
light years away, it was recorded by 
Chinese astronomers in AD 1054, 
and was visible during daylight 
hours for a period of several weeks. 

The star has not been completely 
obliterated and what is left of the 
original object is something called a 
neutron star. Due to the explosion, it is 


now spinning about 30 times a second. 
As it spins, it produces beams of light 
from its poles and these are the ‘pulses’ 
detected by astronomers. This pulsar 
may be some 30-odd kilometres across. 

This month we will see the first of the 
main meteor showers. The Quadrantids 
peak in the early hours of January 4 
and can produce 100 shooting stars 
an hour. The radiant lies below the 
tail of the Plough, so turn your back 
on this part of the sky, sit or lie down, 
wrap up warm and watch the show. 

In the early hours of January 21 
we have a total eclipse of the Moon. 
If you are still awake at 0330 GMT 
you will be in time for the best bit at 
0440 GMT the Moon will enter the 
darkest part of the Earth’s shadow 
and totality begins and this phase 
ends at 0543 GMT. Look out during 
the total phase and see what colour 
the Moon is; orange, red or brown, 
or perhaps a mixture of all three. 

On the mornings of January 1 and 

2, the Moon appeared to be close to 
the planet Venus. On the evening of 
January 14, it lies below the planet 
Uranus; on January 17, it will be in 
the constellation of Taurus near to 
the Hyades star cluster. On January 
20, it will lie below the bright star 
Pollux in the constellation of Gemini. 

If you go out to observe and 
think about how cold it is this 
month, remember on January 

3, the Earth is closest to the Sun!

Controversy at chess club’s
